originator <>f the Mission fur Deaf- 
■Mules in New York, ai liis father 
was the founder of ihe national as 
•dotation, His brother is president 
of rile Institute al. Washington, l>. ('. 
TIk! Doctor began thirty-one years 
ago with u Bible class in the Culver 
sit.y Chapel, dud out of that grew the 
ehureh society and M i <■ purchase in 
IS.">7 of what is now St. Ann's 

Ohuroh building. This edifloe was 
for ■ year the church home of the 
eccentric Dr. Sydney A. Corey, a 
Baptist minister of tliis city, ami 
whs nlso occupied by Christ Onnmh, 
now on Fifth avenue. Out of this 
church society for Deaf-Mutes have 
grown it p under Dr. Oaliaudet's 
supervision several benevolent insii 
tutions, such us industrial schools, 
mill a Home for Aged anil Inlirin 
Deaf .Mules and a prospect im 

farm, for which the "Oliuroli 
Mission to Meaf-Mutes" is laying np 
such small sums m it can spare. 
They have a I present a building fund 

for The Home of over 16,000, ami if a 
farm can be bought near enough In 
New York the Home will he trans 
ferred there. There is also a nucleus 
of *i,(io(i as an endowment for the 

Home. There are about three thou- 
sand [thirty thousand would lie nearer

United States and there are probably 
lis many more who have lost, the sense 

of hearing, but not the power of 
spe ech . Dr. Qallaudet is the general 
manager of the Church Mission and 
the Kev. John Chamberlain is his 

assistant. In their capacity as such 
managers they travel throughout the 
States, Bast, West, and South, organ- 
ising missions wherever there ; 1 1-. ■ 

deaf-mutes. Besides the Doctor and 

Ill's assistant there are are fifteen 

other persons clergyi I, lay readers 

and female teacher.-, engaged in Ihe 
society's work in dilTerenl stales and 
Territories. More than twenty live 

hundred deaf-mutes are directly 
reached by the ministers of the 
Church Mission, The general man- 
ager and his assistant render quarter 
ly reports of their work and travel to 
the trustees of the mission. The 

running expenses of this large pariah 
scattered over a vast territory is less 
than 15,000. 

A NON-SKCTAHI A N MISSION PBOPOSXD. 
Inasmuch as I here are not, deaf- 

niutos enough in New fork to main 

lain worship for them elves about 
one hundred attend St. Ann's in win-

objection at all to those who desired 
it starting a new enterprise, either 
denominational or undenominational, 

he did not, helieve it would result in 
any thing. The Episcopal Church 
has been in the work for nearly half a 
century, and in this city for nearly a 
third of a century, and its organisa- 
tions for work among deaf-mules are 
as perfect as they eaai he with the 

means furnished, while a new society 

could do nothing more for a long 
lime than nieel in a hall on the Sab- 
hatll, read Ihe Scriptures and pray 
and go home. As opposed to this 
\ lew, however, the friends of the 
proposed new movement say that, the 
deaf mules of New England have 
formed such associations or unions 
as they propose and have boon quite 
successful, hut Dr. Gallaudet says 

work thero is patterned more after 
the Young Men s Christian Associa- 
tion than after thai of Ihe Church. 
Chat kind of mission Ihe deaf mutes

W. Wakefield, the steward of the In 
4,itut,ion, upon coming info his offioe 
found thing* ill a shape that told but 
loo plainly that some one had heen in 
the office during the night. Upon 
furt in r examination he found that his 
safe had been openel and 1160 

extracted. Of course, there have been 
suspicions as to the guilty party, Inn 
thus far no clew has been obtained 
M to who could have committed the 
deed daring it might be said. 

The Ihxpnlc.li, of this city, thus 
gives tho following varisiou 01 the al 
fair : 

" Mr. George \V. Wakefield, who is 
in his twentieth year as Steward of 

the Institution for Deaf and Dumb, 
met with his lirst loss during last 
night,, discovering it this morning. 
'" Yesterday lm drew about. $1,100 

from the bank to pay employees and 

Dills. The pay roll and other ac- 
OOUBtS exhausted about, $940, leaving 
a balance of about $K>0. This Mr. 

Wakefield pat in the safe. 
"This morning when he entered the 

office he observed on the large desk 
a box ill which he keeps money be 
longing to the First Congregational 
Chnroh Be knew in s moment that 

somebody had heen in the safe. The 
only mouoy in the church box, last 
evening, was a handful of nickles and 
pennies, These, so far as he could 
then observe, had nol, been disturbed. 
All other money belonging to the 
church had been deposited in the 
bank. These nickles mid pennies 

were left in the box, tO 1 xchangod, 

when a sufficient amount of them had 
li.cciimllla.lcil. for silver or paper. 

" On the tloor lay a round-crowned, 
old black hat with two or three breaks 
in the top, looking us though a police 
man's (dub had been pounding it. A 
few account books arid bundles of 
receipts were found on the desks and 
floor, which had been taken from the 
drawers of desks. There was no gen 
end disturbance of papers, and, s<> far 
as Mr Wakefield can disooyer, then 

is nothing missing except the #100. 

" He found the safe locked and had 
to work out the combination to get in 
Upon opening the door he found all 
the books and papers there, undisturb- 
ed. In the place where he left the 
OhUTCh box he found another box 
both are cigar-boxes —-containing $2 
Of $1$ worth of pennies and nickles. 
This was change which he aecumulat 

ed while be was paying oil" the money 

drawn from the Slate Treasury. He 

could not see that any money had 
been taken from I his box. 

" In one of the pigeon holes, in a 

envelope, was $1 to, money be 

longing lo Mrs. Wakefield. This, it 

is believed, the thief overlooked lie. 

evidently, had not, disturbed the pa- 
pers under which this money lay. 
"How did he get, into the safe? 

Tbat is the question. There are two 
ways of accounting for entrai Last 

Thursday, Mr. Wakefield went to the 
private closet, and found the door 
locked. lie unlocked the door mid 
heard somebody in the bathroom 

apartment bathing. The bath apart 

men I door was looked. Mr. Wake 
field passed in, going to the closet 

proper. When he went out he does not 

remember whether he took his bunch 

iif keys or not He missed I hem. subse 
QUently, and lookl d there for them. 
They "ere gone. He has not had 
them since. There were live on (he 
ring : closet, olliee, store room and 
two hall keys. The thief must have 
made use of one of flcee keys to 
into the olliee. 

" The safe has two nets of doors 

It has been the habit oi Ml Wake- 
lield to close and latch the inner doors, 
and lock the outer doors by merely 
turning the combination lock a little 

to the right He exhibited to a re 
porter the way the thief might have 

opened the door. Bj taking hold of 
Ihe handle and pressing gently in the 
proper direction with one hand, and 
turning Ihe combination knob 
gently, with the other hand, toward 
the left, until the look answered, the 



door opened. To those who do not 
handle safe knobs, it may make the 
case plainer to say that, if Mr. Wake- 
lie'd hid been in the habit ol giving 
the knob one or two revolutions, the 
thief OOUld not have opened the door, 

except by violence, 

" The loss, of course, falls upon Mr. 
Wakelield, personally. Ho had no 
knowledge of the thief. 

"A night watchman, William H. 
Long, of Portsmouth, was on duty. 
He was at homo when the loss was 
discovered. 

" The thief went off by the outer 
door, which, prior to opening, was 
fastened with an inside bolt. He left 
this door unlocked. lie must have 
entered from the hall that runs 
through Iho building from east to 
west. Where was the night-watch 
man t asked the reporter. Mr. Wake- 
lield said ho did mil know. Further 
inquiry brought out the astonishing 
fact that tins watchman does not 
carry a " watch" at night, and has 
not for a year past. They have a, 
" watch/' but he, for some reason does 
not want to carry it. This loss of 
this money may bo the means, 
through Providence, of having this 
watchman put on duly in a way that 
will prevent him from sleeping, thus 
saving four hundred children from 
danger by tire, and keeping thieves 
out, of the house."
